7.     Through  Sept.  9,  1972,  imports  of  sweetened  chocolate  (for  consumption 
at  retail),  candy  and  confectionery  totaled  84  million  pounds,  or  about  68 
percent  of  the  nine  month  quota  through  Sept.  30  and  48  percent  of  the  1972 
calendar  year  quota. 


1.  August  1972  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.     consumption  1,158,000 
short  tons,     raw  value  (preliminary),     up  about  166,000  tons    from  July  1972 
and  up  51,000  tons  from  August  1971.     January-August  1972  deliveries 
7,587,000    short  tons,     raw  value  (preliminary),     up  about  218,000  tons  from 
January- August  1971.      Final    data  for  July  1972    deliveries  992,184  short 
tons,     raw  value  —  previously  published    preliminary  as  1,004,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'     stocks  Sept.  2,  1972    were  1,592,000  short  tons, 
raw  value  (preliminary),  down  37,000  tons  from  a  year  ago  and    down  439,000 
tons  from  the  end  of  July  1972.    During  August  refiners'  stocks  decreased 
145,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  decreased    237,000  tons,  mainland 
cane  processors'  stocks  decreased  55,000    tons  and  importers  of  direct- 
consumption  sugar  stocks  were  down  about  2,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  1972  quotas  through  Aug.  31,  1972  were  7,900,981    short  tons, 
raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  3,899,019  tons  to    be    be    supplied  within 
the  11,800,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally,  January- July  1972  deliveries,     as  compared  to  1971  were 
up  in  four  of  the  five  regions.     The  increases  were  —  the  West  5.0  percent, 
the  South  3.7  percent,  the  North  Central  3.0  percent,  and  the  New  England  X4 
1.8  percent.    Deliveries  during  the  first  seven  months  of  1972,  as  compared 

with  those  months  of  1971,  declined  1.4  percent  in  the  mid-Atlantic  region.  ^ 

5.  Second  quarter  1972  deliveries  of  sugar  by  type  of  buyer  were  larger 
to  five  of  the  seven  industrial  user  groups     than  for  the  same  quarter  of 

1971,  and  were  smaller  to  three  of  the  four  non-industrial  groups.    To  *m* 
industrial  buyers  the  increase  was  2.8  percent  while  deliveries  to  non- 
industrial  buyers  were  up  0.6  percent.  ^*  1 

6.  Corn  refiners'  shipments  of  corn  sweeteners  for  consumption  in  the 
continental  United  States  during  the  second  quarter  of  1972  were  4.8  percent 
more  than  those  of  the    comparable  quarter  of  1971.     Corn  sirup  shipments 
increased  8.3  percent  while  shipments  of  dextrose  declined  3.5  percent. 
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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  Sept.  13,  1972,  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  declared  an 
additional  deficit  of  6,812    short  tons,  raw  value,  in  the  sugar  quota 
for  Haiti  and  prorated  it  to  Western  Hemisphere  countries  able  to  supply 
the  sugar.     In  addition,  the  quota  for  Honduras  was  decreased  slightly  on 
the  basis  of  information  available  to  the  Department  and  the  quantity 
prorated  to  countries  of  the  Central  American  Common  Market.  Deficit 
prorations,  together  with  revised  quotas,  are  shown  herein  on  Page  8 

Sales  of  sugar  during  1972  continue  at  a  record  rate.  January- 
August  sales  by  primary  distributors  totaled  7,585,000  short  tons ,  raw 
value,  according  to  preliminary  reports.     This  was  217,000  tons  and 
126,000  tons  more,  respectively,  than  during  the  first  eight  months  of 
1971  and  1970.     Reported  deliveries  through  Sept. 16,  1972,  totaled 
8,091j000  tons  compared  with  7,949,000  tons  and  8,021,000  tons ,  respectively 
reported  delivered  during  those  periods  of  1971  and  1970.  Constructive 
deliveries,  i.e.,  sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in  December  but 
physically  delivered  in  January  and  February  of  the  following  year, 
amounted  to  88,000  tons  in  1971,  161,000  tons  in  1970  and  40,000  tons  in 
1969.    Accordingly,  physical  deliveries  through  Sept. 16,  1972,  totaled 
8,179,000  tons  compared  with  8,110,000  tons  and  8,061,000  tons , respectively , 
delivered  during  those  periods  of  1971  and  1970. 

Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary  distributors  on 
Sept.  2,  1972,  totaled  1,592,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to 
preliminary  reports.     This  was  439,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  and 
37,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  August  last  year.     Beet  processors' 
stocks  of  585,000  tons  were  237,000  tons  below  those  of  July  31,  1972,  and 
61,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  August  last  year.     Cane  sugar 
refiners'  stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  were  reported  as  904,000  tons, 
or  145,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  but  50,000  tons  more  than  a 
year  earlier. 

Deliveries  of  refined  sugar  reported  by  States  of  destination 
increased  2.6  percent  during  the    first  seven  months  of  1972,  as  compared 
with  those  months  of  1971.     Increases  occurred  in  four  of  the  five  geo- 
graphical regions  with  the  West  up  the  most — 5.0  percent,  followed  by  the 
South,  North  Central  and  New  England  regions  which  increased  3.-7,  3.0  and 
1.8  percent,  respectively.     Deliveries  reported  to  the  mid-Atlantic 
region  declined  1.4  percent. 

Individually,  reported  deliveries  were  higher  to  31  States  during 
the  1972  period  while  in  19  States  they  were  less.  Fifteen  States  had  in- 
creases of  more  than  100,000  hundredweight  and  .in  five  States  the  in- 
creases over  the  comparable  period  of  1971  exceeded  300,000  hundredweight. 
California  had  the  largest  increase  —  713,000  hundredweight,  followed 
by  Ohio  with  487,000  hundredweight  and  Mississippi  up  398,000  hundred- 
weight. Maryland  and  New  York  with  reported  deliveries  of  608,000  and 
596,000  hundredweight  less,  respectively,  had  the  largest  declines. 
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During  the  first  half  of  1972,  deliveries  of  sugar  to  processors 
of  food,  beverages  and  other  products  increased  4.9  percent  as  compared 
with  the  same  period  in  1971, while  deliveries      for  consumption  in 
homes  and  institutions  increased  1.1  percent.  All  of  the  six  food  pro- 
cessing groups  received  more  sugar  during  the  1972  half , while  deliveries 
for  use  in  non-food  products,  a  relatively  minor  category,  declined. 
Deliveries  for  use  in  bakery,  cereal  and  allied  products    were  up  the 
most  —  7.1  percent  followed  by  beverages  with  an  increase  of  5.4 
percent.     These  two  food  groups,  the  largest  of  the  six, accounted  for 
about  55  percent  of  all  of  the  sugar  deliveries    to  industrial  users 
during  the  first  six  months  of  1972. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  to  all  four  of  the  non-industrial  type  users 
increased  during  the  1972  half  as  compared  with  first  half  deliveries  in 

1971,  with  deliveries  to  retail  grocers  up  1.7  percent,  wholesale 
grocers  and  jobbers  up  0.7  percent,  hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions 
up  0.6  percent  and  all  other  deliveries  for  non-industrial  use,  including 
those  to  Government  agencies,  up  3.8  percent. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  in    consumer-size  pack- 
ages (less  than  50  pounds)  during  the  first  half  of  1972    were  up  1.3  per- 
cent compared  with  the  first  half  of  1971.  Increases  occurred  in  two  of 
the  five  geographical  regions  —  the  West  was  up  6.4  percent  and  the  South 
3.2  percent.     Deliveries  to  the  North  Central  region  declined  2.2 
percent,  the  New  England  region  was  down  2.0  percent  and  the  mid-Atlantic 
region  was  down  0.4  percent.     Over-all  reported  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  in 
consumer-size  packages  in  the  first  half  of  1972  were  up  10.5  percent 
compared  with  the  1971  first  half  while  deliveries  of  cane  sugar  similarly 
packaged  declined  0.6  percent.     The  relative  proportions  of  total  con- 
sumer-size package  deliveries  in  the  first  half  of  1972  were  81.4  percent 
cane  sugar  and  18.6  percent  beet  and  for  the  first  half  of  1971,  83.0 
percent  cane  sugar  and  17.0  percent  beet. 

Deliveries  of  liquid  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  by  primary  distrib- 
utors during  the  first  half  of  1972  were  up  4.7  percent  as  compared  with  x> 
that  period  of  1971;  deliveries  of  liquid  beet  sugar,  which  accounted  for 
20.8  percent  of  all  liquid  sugar  delivered  during  the  1972  half,  in- 
creased 12.6  percent  while  deliveries  of  liquid  cane  sugar  increased  2.8  . 
percent .

Primary  distributors1  1972  first  half  deliveries  of  bulk  granulated 
sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  were  up  8.7  percent  as  compared  with  the  first  + 
half  of  1971;  deliveries  of  bulk  beet  sugar,  which  accounted  for  44.3 
percent  of  all  bulk  granulated  sugar  delivered  during  the  period, increased       ^*  t 
28.4  percent  while  deliveries  of  bulk  cane  sugar  declined    3.1  percent. 

Corn  refiners'  shipments  of  corn  sirup,  which  accounted  for  72.4 
percent  of  all  corn  sweetener  deliveries  reported  in  the  first  half  of  ^f 

1972,  increased  8.7  percent  over  those  of  the  first  half  of  1971  while 
dextrose  shipments  were  down  4.0  percent.     Six  of  the  seven  types  of 
users  received  more  corn  sirup  in  the  1972  half  than  in  that  half  of  1971 
while  five  of  the  seven  types  of  users  received  less  dextrose  in  the  1972 
half  than  in  the  same  period  of  1971.  Corn  sirup  shipments  for  use  in 
bakeries,  cereals  and  related  products,  the  third  largest  category  of  use, 
increased  the  most — 19.5  percent — followed  by  multiple  and  unclassified 
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food  uses,  the  second  largest  category,  up  15.0  percent,  canners  and 
packers  up  13.3  percent,  ice  cream  and  dairy  products  up  8.1  percent, 
confectionery  and  related  products  up  3.5  percent  and  non-food  uses  up 

I.  4  percent.     Shipments  to  manufacturers  of  beverages,  the  smallest  food 
category,  declined  13.7  percent. 

Dextrose  shipments  by  primary  distributors  during  the  first  half  of 
1972,  as  compared  with  the  same  half  of  1971,  declined  to  five    of  the 
seven  categories  of  users.  Reported  deliveries  to  beverage  manufacturers, 
which  accounted  for  about  1.7  percent  of  all  dextrose  shipments  during  the 
1972  half,  declined  the  most — 21.8  percent  followed  by  shipments  for  use 
in  ice  cream  and  dairy  products  down  13.4  percent,  bakery,  cereal  and  re- 
lated products  down  8.0  percent,  and  canners  and  packers  down  5.9  percent. 
Deliveries  for  use  in  multiple  and  unclassified  foods,  the  second  largest 
category  of  use,  declined  5.8  percent.  Shipments  for  use  in  confectionery 
and  related  products  and  for  non-food  uses,  11.4  percent  and  17.9  percent, 
respectively,  of  the  total  dextrose  shipments  reported  in  the  1972  half, 
increased  7.3  and  4.1  percent,  respectively,  as  compared  with  the  1971 
half. 

On  Aug.  29,  1972,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  revised  sales 
territories  and  a  new  pricing  policy  for  industrial  grades  of  refined 
sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the  basis  pack — 100-pound  paper  bags —  and  in 
bulk,  effective  at  the  opening  of  business  Oct.  2,  1972.  The  revised  sales 
territories  would  divide  the  Northeast  territory  into  three  parts — the 
New  England,  the  New  York-Philadelphia  and  the  Baltimore-Washington 
territories.     The  Eastern  beet  territory  would  be  divided  into  the  Mid- 
Central  and  the  Western  Ohio  and  Michigan  territories.        Other  sales 
territories  would  remain  about _  the  same  as  presently  constituted. 

The  new  pricing  policy  establishes  prices  for  industrial  sugars  for 
the  month  of  October  with  provision  that  all  future  increases  would  be 
made  effective  upon  one  week's  notice  by  normal  announcement  to  the  trade. 
Contracts  for  future  delivery  would  be  offered  for  October  1972  at  the 
prices  specified  in  the  announcement.  November  prices  would  be  at  the 
prices  specified  for  October,  plus  or  minus  the  amount  by  which  the 
average  of  the  New  York  duty  paid  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  for  October  is 
above  or  below  9.35  cents  per  pound.      For  December,  the  price  for 
sugar  would  be  at  those  specified  for  October,  plus  or  minus  the  amount  by 
which  the  average  of  the  New  York  duty  paid  raw  sugar  price  for  November 
is  above  or    below  9.35  cents  per  pound.  Other  interested  sellers 
followed  with  announcements  of  similar  list  prices  and  comparable  sales 
territories . 

On  Sept.  5,  6  and  8,  beet  sugar  processors  announced  that  effective 
at  the  close  of  business  Sept.  29,  1972,  the  list  price  for  100-pound 
paper  bags  of  refined  sugar  in  the  Chicago-west  territory  would  be  11.95 
cents  per  pound  and  for  bulk  refined  sugar  11.75  cents  per  pound.  Also, 
on  Sept.  8,  a  beet  sugar  processor  on  the  Pacific  Coast  announced  that 
effective  Oct.  2,  1972,  list  prices  affecting  California,  Reno  and  Las 
Vegas,  Nevada  would  be  increased  .20  cent  per  pound  from  11.70  cents  to

Actual  prices  in  some    cases,  differ  substantially  from  quotations. 
During  the  post-freeze  economic  stabilization  period  (Phase  II) , increases 
in  the  ceiling  prices  of  individual  sellers  of  refined  sugar  must  conform 
to  the  procedural  requirements  prescribed  by  the  Cost  of  Living  Council. 

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound 
paper  bags  during  July  1972  was  13.86  cents  per  pound,  down  from  13.88 
cents  in  June  but  up  from  13.64  cents  in  July  of  last  year,  an  increase  of 
1.6  percent  for  the  12-month  period. 

The  quoted  price  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York, 
as  established  by  the  spot  committee  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange,  averaged  9.33  cents  per  pound  in  August,  up  from  9.17  cents  in 
July  and  8.66  cents  in  August  of  last  year.     The  quotation  began  August 
at  9.35  cents  per  pound,  declined  to  9.25  cents  on  Aug.  2,  then  increased 
to  9.30  cents  on  Aug.  8  and  to  9.35  cents  on  Aug.  11  where  it  remained 
steady  until  Sept.  7  when  it  rose  to  9.40  cents  per  pound.  On  Sept.  20 
the  quotation  was  9.40       cents  per  pound  and  for  the  period  Sept.  1-20 
averaged     9.39      cents  compared  with  8.61  cents  during  that  period  last 
year. 

The  Departments  Crop  Reporting  Board  estimates  that  prospects  for 
the  1972  sugarbeet  crop  improved  slightly  during  August.     Based  on 
conditions  as  of  Sept.  1,  production  is  now  forecast  at  27.1  million  tons 
of  beets  compared  with  26.7  million  tons  forecast  a  month  earlier  and 
1971  crop  production  of  27.0  million  tons.     Since  last  month,  yield 
prospects  have  improved  in  Ohio,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Idaho  and  Colorado. 
Weather  during  August  continued  favorable  to  sugarbeet  development  and 
disease  and  insect  damage  have  been  limited.     Growers  in  Arizona  expect 
a  record  yield  per  acre  from  spring  planted  beets  while  early  deliveries 
of  spring  planted  beets  in  California  support  early  season  expectations  of 
a  high  yielding  crop  of  good  quality. 

Prospects  for  1972  crop  mainland  sugarcane  production  for  sugar  and 
seed  on  Sept.  1  of  17.3  million  tons  remained  unchanged  from  a  month 
earlier  and  30  percent  above  1971  crop  production.  The  indicated  yield  of 
28.8  tons  of  sugarcane  per  acre  in  1972  compares  with  a  yield  of  25.3  tons 
per  acre  last  year.    Dry  weather  in  July  and  early    August  in  Louisiana 
has  resulted  in  cane  stalks  that  are  several    inches  shorter  than  last 
year  but  rains  in  late  August  have  promoted  rapid  growth  and  yield 
prospects  continue  good.     The  weather  in  Florida  has  been  generally 
adequate  for  normal  growth  but  soil  moisture  has  been  inadequate  in  some 
areas  for  maximum  growth. 
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Sept.  1  prospects  for  sugarcane  production  in  Hawaii  were  unchanged 
from  Aug.  1  and  the  1972  crop  harvest  is  proceding  about  on  schedule. 
The  indicated  yield  of  cane  per  acre  in  1972  of  93.0  tons  compares  with 
a  yield  of  88.7  tons  from  the  1971  crop.     Cane  sugar  production  in  Hawaii 
through  Aug.  26,  1972,  totaled  789,967  short  tons,  96    basis  compared 
with  893,668  tons  produced  through  Aug.  28,  1971. 

The  spot  quotation  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  for 
World  bulk  sugar  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean,  ports , including 
Brazil  (No.  11  Contract)  averaged  6.30  cents  per  pound  in  August,  up  from 
5.58  cents  in  July  and  4.37  cents  in  August  of  last  year. 

Although  world  prices  followed  a  weakening  trend  during  July  the 
trend  in  August  was  one  of  strength.    On  Aug.  1  the  quotation  was  5.15 
cents  per  pound  and  by  the  end  of  the  month  had  risen  to  7.75  cents.  In 
September  the  price  began  to  weaken  again  falling  to  7.55  cents  on  Sept. 
5  and  to  6.50  cents  for  the  Sept.  8-12  period.    On  Sept.  13  the  quotation 
rose  to  6.60  cents  and  on  Sept.  14  to  7.00  cents  but  declined  to  6.90 
cents  on  Sept.  15.    On  Sept.  20  the  quotation  was  6.95      cents  per  pound 
and  for  the  period  Sept.  1-20  averaged      6.95      compared  with  4.01  cents 
during  that  period  last  year. 


ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1972  SUPPLIES 


USDA  ANNOUNCES  DECLARATION,  PRORATION  OF  ADDITIONAL  1972  SUGAR  QUOTA  DEFICIT 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  Sept.  13,  declared  an  addition- 
al deficit  of  6,812  short  tons,  raw  value,  in  the  sugar  quota  for  Haiti  and 
prorated  such  quantity  to  other  Western  Hemisphere  countries.     In  addition, 
the  quota  for  Honduras  was  decreased  slightly  on  the  basis  of  information 
available  to  USDA  and  the  quantity  prorated  to  countries  of  the  Central 
American  Common  Market. 

The  Department  is  required  pursuant  to  Section  204(a)  of  the  Sugar  Act 
to  periodically  determine  as  information  becomes  available  but  not  less 
frequently  than  60  day  intervals,  whether  any  area  or  country  will  fail  to 
fulfill  its  quota  obligations.    Each  foreign  country  that  will  not  be  able 
to  fill  its  1972  quota  as  announced  in  this  action  should  notify  the  De- 
partment the  amount  of  such  shortfall  and  the  reason  for  its  inability  to 
fulfill  its  1972  quota  as  soon  as  possible  to  avoid  a  possible  reduction 
in  its  subsequent  yearfs  quotas. 

Since  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  has  notified  the  Department 
that  it  will  be  unable  to  supply  sugar  in  addition  to  its  currently  est- 
ablished quota,  the  total  declaration  announced  herein  is  assigned  to 
Western  Hemisphere  countries.

Sept.  8,  1972    Prescribes  the  Authorizations  and  procedures  applicable  to 
the  Mainland  Cane  Sugar  Area  under  title  III,  Conditional  Payments  Provisions 
of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  effective  for  1972  and  subsequent  crop 
years.  Part  833,  Determination  of  Sugar  Commercially  Recoverable  and  Part 
845,  Determination  of  Normal  Yields  and  Eligibility  for  Abandonment  and  Crop 
Deficiency  Payment  are  incorporated  into  Part  892.    The  consolidation  of  these 
separate  parts  provides  a  convenience  for  the  user  by  placing  all  conditional 
payments  provisions  applicable  to  the  mainland  cane  sugar  area  in  one  part. 
(See  Sept.  15,  1972  Federal  Register) 

Sept.  12,  1972    Prescribes  the  authorizations  and  procedures  applicable  to 
the  new  Texas  Cane  Sugar  Area  under  title  III,  Conditional  Payments  Provisions, 
of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  effective  for  1973  and  subsequent  crops. 
(See  Sept.  20,  1972  Federal  Register). 

Sept.  18,  1972      Minimum  wage  rates  for  workers  employed  in  the  production, 
cultivation,  and  harvesting  of  sugarcane  in  Texas  were  announced  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  wage  determination  announced  today  is  the  first  issued  for  the  new 
sugarcane  producing  area  in  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley.  The    basic  minimum 
wage  rates  established  by  the  determination,  which  becomes  effective  on 
Oct.  2,  1972,  are  $1.85  per  hour  for  unskilled  workers  and  $2.10  per  hour 
for  tractor  drivers,  truck  drivers,  and  principal  operators  of  mechanical 
harvesting  and  loading  equipment.    The  determination  also  permits  employers 
to  hire  apprentice  equipment  operators  at  a  minimum  wage  rate  of  $1.85  per 
hour  for  a  maximum  training  period  of  six  workweeks. 

A  minimum  hourly  wage  rate  of  not  less  than  85  percent  of  the  rate 
specified  for  each  class  of  worker  is  provided  for  workers  14  and  15  years 
of  age,  and  for  full-time  students  where  the  Secretary  of  Labor  has  pro- 
vided for  such  employment.     The  employment  of  children  under  the  age  of 
14  years  or  of  children  between  the  ages  of  14  and  16  years  for  more  than 
eight  hours  in  any  one  day  subjects  the  producer  to  a  deduction  from  his 
Sugar  Act  payment. 

The  specified  rates  may  be  reduced  by  as  much  as  25  percent  for  workers 
certified  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  to  be  handicapped,  and  whose 
productive  capacity  is  thereby  impaired. 

Piecework  rates  for  any  operation  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  sugar- 
cane producer  and  the  worker,  but  the  worker's  hourly  earnings  for  each  pay 
period  must  average  no  less  than  the  applicable  minimum  hourly  rate. 

Producers  are  required  to  pay  all  workers  in  full  at  wage  rates  not 
less  than  those  determined  to  be  fair  and  reasonable  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  as  one  of  the  conditions  to  qualify  for  payment  under  the 
Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended.   (See  Sept.  20,  1972    Federal  Register).
